THE  BF.ITISH  APPLE  IvIAFXET 

Prices  received  for  American  ap,.les  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
v.'ednesday,  October  17,  were  considerably  lov;er  because  of  the  liberal^ 
supplies  available,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eoonomics  from  :ir.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Depart- 
ment's Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Ilr.  Smith  points  out  that  ezcesGive 
quantities  of  apples  are  being  exported  and  that  if  the  present  rate  of 
export  consigmient  continues  lower  prices  may  be  expected.    Both  barreled 
and  boxed  apples  are  arriving  in  splendid  condition,  states  I:r.  Smith. ^ 
The  barreled  stock  was  characterized  by  good  color  and  bright  appearance. 
Most  of  the  barreled  apples  are  arriving  tight. 

There  was  a  good  demand  for  Virginia  Delicious.     Supplies  ^^^^^ 
light  but  the  condition  in  general  was  variable.    Fruit  in  good  condition 
ranged  from  $6.08  to  $6.20  for  U.S.  No.  1,        inch  stock  as  against  .^o.S. 
to  $7.54  for  ohe  same  size  and  grade  last  week.    There  was  only  a  moder- 
ate demand,  however,  for  Virginia  York  Imperials,     Supplies  of  this 
variety  were  heavy,  U.S.  Fo.  1,  2~  inch  stock  bringing  from  $4.87  to  s?5.11. 
Last  week  U.S.  Commercial,  2r:  inch  stock,  brought  §5.35  to  $5-84. _  Only 
light  supplies  of  Virginia  Jonathans  were  available.     These  met  with  a 
moderate  demand,  fruit  in  good  condition  bringing  from  $5.60  to  $6.08  per 
barrel.     The  demand  was  slew  for  Virginia  Staymans  and  Ben  Davis.  Lignt 
supiDlies  of  liassachusetts  Baldwins  were  offered  but  met  with  a  siow 
demand. 

Supplies  of  Washington  Jonathans  exceeded  the  demand,  states  Mr. 
Smith.    Extra  Fancy  150/l63/l75  fruit  in  good  condition  brought  from 
$2.31  to  $2.43  per  box  compared  with  ,-;2.68  to  $2.80  per  box  last  week.  ^ 
There  was  a  good  demand  for  Yellovv  Ne-Jtowns  from  the  Medford  district  m 
Oregon.     There  were  practically  no  supx.lies  from  that  area,  however ,  and 
Extra  Fancy  stock,  sizes  150/l63/l75,  brought  from  $3.22  to  $5.47  per  box. 
Fancy  Uewtowns,  sizes  150/l65/l75,  from  California  met  with  a  slow  demand, 
bringing  $2.13  per  box  for  fruit  in  good  condition  compared  with  $2.31 
for  fruit  in  fair  condition  last  week,    Washington  Grimes  also  met  with 
a  slow  demand.    Winter  Bananas  and  King  Davids  and  some  miscellaneous 
varieties  brought  from  $1.70  to  $1.95  per  box. 

Prices  paid  for  boxed  and  barreled  apples  in  the  Glasgow  market 
were  about  the  same  as  those  paid  in  Liverpool,  but  London  prices  were 
slightly  higher  than  the  Liverpool  lov^.l.    Retail  prices  on  dessert 
api^les  in  London  range  from  8  to  12  cents  per  poujid  and  on  cooking  var- 
ieties from  5  to  8  cents  per  pound.    This  is  considered  very  reasonable 
but  the  demand  is  dull,  states  V.r .  Smith. 
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Prices  paid  for  American  fruit  on  Liverpool  and  Copenhagen  auctions, 
   October  10  and  17.
